The Temple Church. There are only five round 
churches in England; this is the most famous of 
them. It was built in 1185 by the Knights 
Templar on their return from the second Crusade 
and was modelled on the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre. The Choir, in the Early English style, 
was added in 1240. By almost a miracle, this 
gem of architecture escaped the Great Fire. 
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
